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THIS CANADA OF OURS 

Sixty years ago tomorrow there came into force, 
by proclamation of Queen Victoria, an act known as 
the British North America Act, a measure passed 
by the Parliament of Great Britain, which declared 
that the provinces known as Canada, New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia should be joined tn a federal 
union designated the Dominion of Canada. The 
same Act decreed that what was then known as the 
province of Canada should be redivided into what 
had been formerly Upper and Lower Canada, and 
that these should be known as Ontario and Quebec. 

This Act is, with amendments later made, the 
written constitution of Canada, and the anniversary 
of the day it came into force is the day we celebrate 
as Dominion Day; the day when the Dominton came 
into existence as an actual and duly constituted poll- 
tical unit. 

This constitution, while drawn to unite four pro- 
vinces, and while it set forth explicitly the boun- 
daries between Dominion and provincial authority, 
neither said the last word as to what should be in- 
cluded within the Dominion vor forbade the evolu- 
tion of self-government from the basis thus 
down. Provision was made for the inclusion of other 
provinces already in existence and for the inclusion 
of territory which had not been formed into pro- 
vinces. And, while the terms were explicit in re- 
spect to the guarantee of rights and powers, there 
was nothing in the Act to prevent, hinder or discour- 
age the development of a rea] Canadian nation in 


practice. 

There has been expansion in both directions, geo- 
graphical and constitutional. The four provinces 
have become nine, while the unorganized territory 
within the Dominion now reaches from the interna- 
tional boundary to the North Pole. And custom has 
added chapters to the statutory constl- 
tution the Canadian people as free in 
the management of their af- 
as any people could be.
